Local resident Ed Jus¬ 
tice has a Memorial Day 
Weekend tradition: for 23 
consecutive years, he has 
gone to Indianapolis watch 
the Indy 500. Of course. 
Justice, the father of Sier¬ 
ra Madre Rose Princess 
Caitlin Justice, has a long 
history in the auto racing 
business; he is a former 
track photographer, and he 
now runs the family busi¬ 
ness, “Justice Brothers,” 
which under the direction 
of his father and uncle 
sponsored the 1950 Indy 
500 winner, Johnny Par¬ 
sons. 

For single-day sporting 
events, nothing in the 
world matches the Indy 
500 for attendance. Over 
500,000 people paid for 
admission to this year’s 
event. Which is one reason 
Ed was actively seeking a 
car for Justice Brothers, 
which specializes in en¬ 
gine treatment products, to 


sponsor. Justice Brothers 
has a car that is sponsored 
on the circuit year-round, 
but when it looked like that 
car would not qualify, it 
was time to seek out a 
sponsorship deal for the 
Indy. 

Originally, Justice tried 
to work out a deal with 
Eddie Cheever, prior to the 


qualifying laps. He knows 
Cheever’s crew chief, 
Owen Snyder, who had 
won a previous Indy with 
Al Unser, Jr. “It just wasn’t 
wotlcing out,” Justice says 
of his negotiations with the 
Cheever team. Ironically, 
Cheever would go on to 
win the race, holding off

The race course be¬ 
gins and finishes at Bald¬ 
win Avenue and Kersting 
Court, up to the historic 
moufUbiyLlxaUt which be¬ 
gins at Mira Monte Ave¬ 
nue, to Orchard Camp, a 
halfway point up the 
mountain for the turn¬ 
around. Without stopping, 
runners return to finish, a 
distance of almost nine 
miles, and an elevation 
gain of 2,100 feet. The 
rugged trail is just a little 
over three feet wide, and 
fast runners coming down 
past the slower runners 
heading up, but everyone 
is very courteous. There 
are several switchbacks 
and steep drop-offs, with

The Sierra Madre 
Meals on Wheels program 
only distributes to people 
within Sierra Madre, and 
operates five days a week. 
Most, but not all, are eld¬ 
erly. Some have been re¬ 
cently released from the 
hospital, or are otherwise 
incapacitated and may 
have trouble getting to the 
store. 

While Meals on Wheels 
programs in neighboring 
communities are in the 
$5.00 - $6.00, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre’s program, which pro¬ 


vides a sandwich, milk, 
dinner meal, and dessert, is 
offered for only $3.25, a 
price which has not 
changed in years. 

“His breakfasts are so 
good,” says Picano. “He’s 
been a chef, and he really 
knows how to cook, but 
the thing about him is, he’s 
just so conscientious. I 
have to tell him to take a 
day off. His obligation is to 
feed those people he’s 
committed to, and he does 
an incredible job.”

Moves Forward on Tree Ordinance

Mayor Doug Hayes has 
announced his first priori¬ 
ty as establishing a perma¬ 
nent tree ordinance, and 
has also promised to “do it 
right.” To that end, the 
item has been continued 
on a couple of occasions, 
but the Council is living up 
to its word to hammering 
out the Tree Ordinance, 
and on Tuesday night, on a 
line-by-line, page-by-page 
effort, the Council passed 
fust reading of Ordinance 
#1157. 

Tim Osti urged the 
Council to not buy into 
“clouding issues" ad¬ 
vanced by environmental 
extremists. He called the 
Greenhmise Theory, Glo¬ 
bal Warmings, and Chlo- 
roflourocarbons (CFC’s) 
as a threat to the ozone lay¬ 
er “hoaxes.” and cited 
them as exaiiq>les of envi¬ 
ronmental extTNnists mis¬ 
leading the public, al¬ 
though he stated that most 
rank and file environmen¬ 
talists had done a lot of 
good. “Legislation is not 
our hope,” Osti said. “Ed¬ 
ucation is.” 

Glen Blazer asked that 
the Council “keep it sim¬ 
ple,” and questioned the 
knowledge level of the 
general public. “E)oes the 
public know which trees 
we’re talking about? I 


don’t know what trees I 
have on my property,” 
Blazer said. 

Barbara Cline said that 

a • 

the City needs to be a role 
model to>the public; if the 
City maintains its own 
trees beautifully, then the 
citizens will want to do the 
same. “But we don’t want 
anyone to tell us what to do 
with our trees,” Cline add¬ 
ed. 

Roy Andefson said that 
government’s purpose in 
action should be for “Pub¬ 
lic health, public safety, 
and public nuisance.” He 
called the interim tree or¬ 
dinance a case of “Big 
brother knows best.” 

Marsha Blackwelder 
said that she felt the pro¬ 
posed ordinance was being 
rushed. Its effect on pri¬ 
vate property trees only as 
they relate to construction 
or development; Black- 
welder has urged protec¬ 
tion of native trees such as 
sycamores and oaks on 
private property. She com¬ 
mended City Administra¬ 
tor John Davidson for his 
efforts, but asked for pro¬ 
tection for those trees. 

Lew Watanabe said that 
he would put Sierra Madre 
against any other City for 
the way its residents take 
care of their trees. “People 
don’t want to be con-

ken Kuwahara grew up 
in Arcadia, attending Foot¬ 
hills Middle School and 
Arcadia High School be¬ 
fore going to the California 
State University at Los 
Angeles. The two things 
he’s wanted to do for a liv¬ 
ing over the last 15-20 
years are be a police of¬ 
ficer and fly helicopters, 
and now, he is in the 
unique position of being 
able to do both. 

Ken’s law enforcement 
career started in his teen¬ 
age years; at the age of 16, 
in 1981, he became an ex¬ 
plorer scout with the Arca¬ 
dia Police Department. 
The explorer program has 
led many young adults to 
police careers, and so it 
was with Kuwahara. Two 
years later, he was hired as 
a cadet, and he became a 
police officer in 1986, and 
a sergeant in 1991. He got 
into flying helicopters on 
his own. “It was just some¬ 
thing I wanted to leam, and 
it was a very enjoyable 
hobby,” he says. 

The hobby became 
nwre tban a hc^y a year 
ago when a unique job op¬ 
portunity presented itself. 


combining helicopter pi¬ 
loting with law enforce¬ 
ment. Ken applied, and got 
the job with the Los Ange¬ 
les Intra-agency Metro¬ 
politan Police Apprehen¬ 
sion Crim Taskforce (L.A. 
IMPACT). The organiza¬ 
tion was formed in 1991, 
and was designed to pool 
the resources of various 
member agencies for as¬ 
sistance and investigation. 

While Kuwahara could 
not be a full-time pilot for 
the Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment, the task force cre¬ 
ated a unusual chance for 
him; he is a full-time pilot 
with L.A. Impact, but is 
still employed by the Arca¬ 
dia Police Department; 
each L.A. IMPACT mem¬ 
ber is a paid employee of 
his member agency. In ex¬ 
change for letting Kuwa¬ 
hara use his expertise for 
the whole agency, the 
Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment gets assistance from 
the entire task force when 
needed, such as in a recent 
stalking case in which L.A. 
IMPACT sent three inves¬ 
tigative teams to Arcadia, 
a level of manpower that 
would not be possible us¬ 


ing only the APD’s re¬ 
sources. 

“When any member 
agency requests help, 
teams are sent,” explains 
Kuwahara, who flies one 
of two L.A. IMPACT he¬ 
licopters. L.A. IMPACT 
also contracts with the 
Pasadena Police Depart¬ 
ment for addition air sup¬ 
port, as needed. The group 
is primarily funded by as¬ 
set seizures and State and 
Federal grants. 

“I’m just really happy 
to have this opportunity,” 
Kuwahara said. “It’s a goal 
I’ve had since I started tak¬ 
ing flying lessons.” When 
Los Angeles City Council¬ 
man Mike Hernandez was 
under investigation for co¬ 
caine use, it was L.A. IM¬ 
PACT who conducted the 
investigation that led to his 
arrest; due to the potential 
for conflicts of interest, the 
Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment didn’t want to 
handle the case them¬ 
selves. 

“We can just do a lot 
more working together 
than we’d ever be able to 
do without the mutual sup¬ 
port,” Kuwahara says.

Arcadia 
Farmers 
Market Strong 
and Growing

The Arcadia Farmers Market has been up and run¬ 
ning for a little over a month now, and the progress 
report is excellent. Every Saturday morning, fanners are 
selling their wares on First Avenue between Hunting- 
ton and California. 

The diversity is one of the best things about the Farm¬ 
ers Market, and it continues to grow. Yes, there are fruits 
(oranges, cherries, nectarines, strawberries, etc.) and 
vegetables (carrots, tomatoes (Well, ok, technically 
they’re fruit, too) and potatoes), but there is also pop¬ 
corn, fresh bread, jams and jellies from E. Waldo 
Ward’s of Sierra Madre, shrimp, pasta, tamales, and 
more. There is also live music from the very talented 
“Sol dc America.” 

The delicate balance of the Farmers Market is that 
the farmers have to get customers to keep them com¬ 
ing back, and the customers need to get good quality 
vendors there to want to return. So far, the balance is 
working, as attendance are being broken on a weekly 
basis. 

“I come out here every week to shop for the basics,” 
said one Arcadia shopper. “Then every week, there’s 
something new there.” 

The consistency coupled with the novelty is exactly 
what is keeping the Farmers Market going strong, ac¬ 
cording to Kirk Minard, who manages it. “If they’re not 
making money, they’re not going to come back, but at 
the same time, customers need to know they’re going 
to be there to show up. It’s been working really well. I 
think everyone has a good time. It’s hard to get an ex¬ 
act figure on attendance, but I’d say we get from 2,000- 
3,000 people here each week, and it continues to grow.” 

Another thing that a Farmers Market needs to have 
is the support of the neighboring businesses. The con¬ 
cept is that drawing people to the Fanners Market will 
mean spillover customers for the local businesses, but 
is it working in practice? Absolutely, says Eva Ekizian, 
manager of Elegant Beauty Center. “I noticed a posi¬ 
tive impact here right away. People come over from the

Interview with 
Juliette de ia Torre 

Throughout Juliette’s life she has felt 
close to different aspects of the Catho¬ 
lic Church, in particular the Holy Trini¬ 
ty. At times she has felt a very close 
connection to God. At other times she 
has had the desire to research Christ’s 
life and has felt more connected to Him 
And at still other times she has felt very 
close to the Holy Spirit and the soul of 
Christ it represents. 

Juliette’s connection to the Church, 
which was established in a Catholic up¬ 
bringing, grew when she had a near 
death experience in her twenties. At the 
time, Juliette was expecting her second 
child. The pregnancy caused Juliette to 
suffer from uremia—poisoning due to 
blood incompatibility.
